in body and brain. It can limit the 
hours of labor for all to what is physi- 
cally safe. It can, by means of qualified 
and honest inspectors, keep a sharp eye 
on all the inherent abuses of the sys- 
tem.

Onr national Thanksgiving Its Origia 


and Observance. 


This morning opens our national 


Thanksgiving day. As we enter upon 
Its observance it may not be amiss to 
bestow a few thoughts upon its 
origin and observance. The appoint- 
ment of days of thanksgiving by civil 
rulers in rt cognation of special Pro- 
vidential favors, did not originate on 
this coutinent.but they were frenquen- 
tly appointed by the English rulers 
before this government was organizrd 
as far back as 1702 and 1704 when 
the subjects of Great Btitian were 
called upon to unite with her govern- 
ment in thanksgiving to God for Marl- 
borough's "victories. 
Again in 1739 


the ppople of that realm were called 
upon to unite iu thanksgiving for the 
recovery or' George III. 
Days of 


public thanksgiving were also observed 
by the colonies in this r-ountiy prior to 
the Revolution, and among the (irst 
things to be done after the establish- 
ment of the independence of the new 
states, WBS th«> recognition of the hand 
of the Almighty by setting apart n 
day for thanksgiving and prayer. 


Thereafter on the autumn of each 


year after tne iagatheiing of tlie har- 
vest it was an established custom in 
the New England states and in some 
of the middle states to set apart H d-ty 
for public thanksgiving and prayer by 
proclamation of the 
governor, on 


which day tbe churches gather in their 
respective places of worship and paid 
their devotions to the Most High. 
Thursday in the week was the day 
usually designated by the executive. 
though different states selected differ. 
ent weeks in wnich to hold their an- 
imal festival. This custom continued 
up to the breaking out of the rebellion 
and to some extent through the war, 
but after peace was restored the holi- 
day became national, and since that 
time the proclamation of the
